Greeks who formed a large part of 
the skirmish lines and the first ranks 
of the Turkish army proved them­ 
selves to b e martyrs to the cause of the 
Balkan allies b y their b rave acts, 
which resulted in their own death, ac­ 
cording to Barnoog Alamian, an Ar­ 
menian who served In the Turkish 
army as a private and who just arriv­ 
ed in Chicago after deserting b ecause 
of his lack of sympathy with the Mos­ 
lems. 
Alamian, who was found at the 
Armenian club in Chicago, told a first 
hand story of the Balkan war to a re­ 
porter, with the assistance of an inter­ 
preter. 
“ 1 was a private in the Ninety-ninth 
b attalion. Fifth b rigade, which was at­ 
tache! to the Fourth Turkish army 
corps, consisting of first reservists,” 
b egan Alamian. 
“We were along the 
Tehatalja line, which was four miles 
long and received the b runt of every 
engagement. 


Chris tia n Soldie rs In Front. 
“Battalions co m po sed of all Turks 
never were put on the first line. There 
were three Macedonians, one Armenian 
"and two of their Greek kindred who 
had b een forced to enlist to every fifty 
Turks, and on the firing line the only 
Turks were officers commanding the 
others. 
In many instances 
I saw 
Macedonians b urn down b ridges in or­ 
der that the Turks might b e unab le to 
transport their artillery to points of ad­ 
vantage, thus suffering severe losses. 
Many of them were shot down b y their 
officers b efore the Bulgarian tire reach­ 
ed them. 
“The Bulgarian troops were far su 
perior to the Turks. Their cannonading 
was so fierce that the Turkish earthen 
b reastworks along the line were si­ 
lenced most of the time. 
The Bul­ 
garian infantry also was full of cour­ 
age and vigor. 
At one time the Bul­ 
garians tried to flank the Turkish left 
wing, and just as they got ab out half­ 
way around the Moslem b attleships in 
the harb or near b y shelled them. The 
Bulgars were forced to retreat, b ut it 
was done in good order and without 
any panic whatever. 


Lie ute na nt Prov e s Se lf He ro. 
“A lieutenant in our b attafion prov 
ed to b e a hero,” continued Alamian, 
“when, during one of the engagements, 
we were cut off from the main b ody. 
The Bulgars flanked us in on all sides, 
and our loss of officers was great 
A 
son of Makhtal Pasha, former prime 
minister, was in command, and we 
were getting the worst of the tight 
when he was shot down, b adly wound­ 
ed. 
The lieutenant stepped to the 
front and called to us to stand b y the 
colors. 
The position was a hot one 
Bullets were raining in on us. and the 
constant b uzz and swish of the leaden! 
missiles of death kept coming closer j 
to my head every minute. 
Comrades; 
on b oth sides of me toppled over dead j 
or wounded, and the situation was try 
ing to the b est of us. 
“The lieutenant raised his sword 
ab ove his head, issued an order, and. 
after picking up our wounded com 
mander, ho led us through the skirmish1, 
lines of the enemy and b ack to om j 
main army. 
The lieutenant. 1 may 
add, now commands a b attalion. 
“The treatment accorded the men ini 
the Turkish ranks is the worst I ever j 
saw. We received little food, and saui-, 
tary conditions were unb earab le. 
At 
San Stefano there were 3,000 wounded 
lying in a valley without any attention 
whatever. Miles and miles of trenches 
ab out teu feet wide were dug, and 
thousands of b odies were thrown intc 
them, one on top of another, and cov 
ered without first determining whethei 
or not the victims were dead.”

Inspecting 
Dangerous 


Work, He Says. 


H 
UDSON MAXIM, the explosiv es 
expert, b lames politics, among 
other things, for the. high 
death and accident rate on 
the new’ (Jatskill aq ueduct, in New 
York, 
and 
similar 
b ig engineering 
w’orks. It has b een reported that there 
hav e b een 134 v iolent deaths and 0,217 ! 
serious injuries in two years on the i 
aq ueduct. 
A large proportion of these 
accidents were due to b lasting. 
Mr. Maxim maintains that high ex­ 
plosiv es are made so safe today that 
there is no necessity for loss of life or ; 
injury from their handling and use. | 
Were there proper inspection, b e says, 
life would b e as safe for b lasters in 
this country as It is ab road. 
But there is not, b e says, adeq uate 
inspection in the United States. The | 
inspectors* job s go to friends of poli- 
tioians instead of to trained experts. 
“By the employment of suitab le safe­ 
ty dev ices many liv es can b e sav ed in 
all engineering enterprises,” said Mr 
Maxim to a reporter recently. “Nev er­ 
theless, the toll of life must always b e 
great. 
It is a necessary concomitant of ; 
the conq uest of the earth. 
Just the : 
same as in war, conq uest has alwav s ; 
cost liv es. 
“Napoleon said at Eylan, when one 
of his marshals remarked on the tre- 
j 
meudous loss of life, that one cannot 
hav e an omelet without b reaking a 
few eggs. 
Similarly, in b uilding an 
aq ueduct like that upon which New 
Y’ork is now engaged it is impossib le 
to prev ent the loss of v ery many liv es. 


Fatalities In Panama. 
“It was estimated that in b uilding 
the Panama railroad the loss from 
accident and disease was one man for 
ev ery sleeper in the road. 
“In explosiv es manufactories and in 
tunnel work and ev ery engineering 
work where high explosiv es are em­ 
ployed the liv es of many careful men 
are often sacrificed b y a single care­ 
less man. 
In gunpowder factories em­ 
ployers try to weed out the reckless 
as completely as possib le. 
“A coal dealer was once censured b y 
a woman for the character of the man 
lie sent to deliv er coal, and b e re­ 
marked,’ ‘Mndatn. you hav e no idea 
what difficulty I hav e in getting gentle­ 
men to shov el coal.’ 
Similarly In do­ 
ing the rough work in mining and tun­ 
neling it is difficult to get careful, con­ 
siderate men to do it. 
“The stolid and stunned b rother* to , 
the ox type of man, herds of whom 
are always employed on all great engi- ! 
neering works, hav e little imagination, 
and just as when they are employed in 
war and b ecome v eterans they hav e no ; 
fear of death at all. 
So in engineering 
work they hav e no fear of death or in- 
jury. 
“Ev ery practical precaution should 
b e taken for the protection of the liv es 
of nil lab orers, especially of the un­ 
skilled and unimaginativ e, not only for 
their own sake, b ut also for the sake 
of ottiers who are likely to lose their ; 
liv es b ecause of the carelessness, heed 
lessness and fearlessness of the duller j 
type. 
It is in the interest of the em- I 
plov er of all lab or to protect the liv es ! 
of employees. 


Machines Perfect. 
“Last year I went through the works 
of a b ig factory in Dayton, O. 
Ev ery­ 
thing in the factory is made not only 
to protect heedless workmen from in­ 
jury. b ut also to b ar the possib ility of 
their injuring themselv es. 
Many of 
the machines cannot b e operated at all

except in a safe way, and there ts no 
factory in the world where the effi­ 
ciency of the workmen is greater than 
in those works. 
“In the United States politics enters 
more into the enforcement of law than 
in Germany, and conseq uently the duty 
of inspecting work and the duty of 
seeing to it that the law is enforced is 
often placed in the hands of men far 
more incompetent than in Germany. 
“In regard to the handling of high 
explosiv es, they are now made so safe 
that there is no necessity of loss of life 
or injury from their handling and use. 
Whenev er a man is killed or injured 
from the use of high explosiv es today 
It is b ecause of some species of care­ 
lessness or inefficiency. 
The lines of 
carelessness which lead to the loss of 
life in the handling of explosiv es are 
mainly in thawing the dynamite in an 
unapprov ed way, in storing dynamite 
in an unapprov ed way and in tamping 
holes with iron b ars and in drilling out 
or in drilling near dead charges which 
hav e failed to go off. 
“And. again, it must b e recognized 
that the futnes^of dynamite are deadly. 
Dynamite is made today to produce 
the greatest amount of work with a 
material costing a minimum price, and 
it produces a large amount of danger­ 
ous gases. 


Dang ers o f Gas. 
“All products of comb ustion are in­ 
capab le of supporting respiration and 
are poisonous. 
Carb onic oxide is the 
most deadly of the gases produced b y 
the comb ustion of dynamite. 
It is the 
kind of gas that makes illuminating 
gas so dangerous. 
“A person who b reathes a consider­ 
ab le q uantity of this gas is pretty cer­ 
tain of losing his life. 
The gas is ab ­ 
sorb ed in the lungs like oxygen and 
coagulates the b lood, and the b lood 
can b e pulled out in strings from the 
v eins and arteries of a ¡» erson who has 
died from b reathing this gas. 
“While we all should hold a high re­ 
gard for the sacredness of human life, 
there* is a good deal too much said at 
the present time ab out the sacredness 
of human life. 
“We must look upon all great engi­ 
neering work as a species of warfare 
in which liv es must of necessity b e 
sacrificed. The conq uest of the air has 
cost many liv es, b ut nothing like as 
many, howev er, as were lost in old pre- 
gunpowder times in the conq uest of a 
small prov ince. 
Lab or sav ing ma­ 
chinery is also life sav ing machinery. 


Safeg uards In War. 


“In warfare we hav e succeeded in 
lessening the toll of life remarkab ly for 
the numb ers engaged. 
Not a tenth 
of the men are lost for the numb ers 
engaged as in the old days b efore fire­ 
arms were inv ented. 
“The liv es of men hav e an inter­ 
changeab le v alue with war engines in 
b attle, and the v alue of an efficient war 
engine in terms of human life makes 
the v alue of life seem small indeed. In 
b attle one field gun may b e worth the 
liv es of fifty men. An ox may b e worth 
the liv es of a dozen men b ecause the 
ox can b e eaten. 
In warfare sentimen­ 
tal v alues and sentimental considera­ 
tions of all kinds hav e to disappear. 
"While we should do ev erything in 
our power to sav e life in all kinds of 
work, still we must nev er expect en­ 
tirely to prev ent loss of life.” 
Mr. 
Maxim added that the liv es lost should 
b e set in tlie same column with the 
other losses.

s t a m p s , although it may seem to him 
that they come as a bonus or gift. 
Somebody has to “pay the freight,” 
and as usual the expense falls on the 
consumer. 
It is the belief of those who are 
backing the bill that if the concerns 
that i">ue trading stamps were re­ 
quired to give them a fixed cash value 
and then redeem them in cash at that 
valuation 
the day of

of that character would be at an end, 
thus relieving the merchant of heavy 
expense and the customer of uncer-
